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Few  people  know  the  resources 
o£  the  city  ot  Logansport.  It  is  only 
wlien  some  movement  is  started  that 
an  analysis  of  the  situation  is  made 
and  the  latent  possibilities  are  re- 
alized. The  following  is  the  re- 
sult of  the  survey  made  at  the 
time  the  city  was  attempting  to  get 
the  government  hospital  for  dis- 
abled veterans  located  here: 

"Development  of  Logansport  in- 
to a  city  ot  25.000  persons  through 
a  multiplicity  of  civic  causes  such 
as  its  schools,  churches,  business 
centers,  railway  facilities,  labor 
projects,  Improved  conditions  of 
public  health,  administrative  com- 
mittees of  the  city,  federal  reven- 
ues, public  utilities,  building  oper- 
ations, and  amusements,  proves  to 
the  observer  that  it  has  enjoyed 
a  steady  growth  without  ever  hav- 
ing experienced  a  boom.  As  a  citv 
it  has  opportuinties  for  unrestrict- 
ed growth  in  industry,  being  locat- 
ed 117  miles  southeast  of  Chicago, 
and  sufficiently  distant  from  Indi- 
anapolis, the  state  capitol,  to  be 
considered  one  of  the  ranking  cities 
in    the    state. 

"The  city  desired  the  location  of 
a  government  hospital  in  1922  and 
to  reflect  every  angle  of  its  popu- 
larity, the  writer  prepared  sta- 
tistics, which  were  presented  in  an 
effort  to  have  an  institution  for 
disabled  soldiers  established  in  Lo- 
gansport. These  have  proved  very 
valuable  as  a  civic  history  tor  any 
reference  which   is   needed. 

"No  individual  ot  passive  public 
opinion  can  overlook  in  this  city 
the  natural  desire  ot  its  citizens 
to  expand  on  the  basis  of  Its  popu- 
lation. It  is  just  of  the  right  size 
to  build  up.  and  with  the  growing 
demand  for  men  in  skilled  lines, 
there  appears  to  be  a  bright  out- 
look tor  the  already  competing 
energy  of  its  railway  and  interur- 
ban  centers.  Divisional  possibilities 
of  the  railroad  business  in  Logans- 
port are  now  almost  exclusively  con- 
sidered. Traffic  on  the  railroads  has 
so  increased  that  the  city  may  have 
to  confront  a  housing  problem  with- 
in a  few  years.  There  are  many  ex- 


cellent factory  sites,  and  a  few 
buildings  procurable,  with  side 
track  facilities  affording  the  fac- 
tory owner  a  wholesalers'  shipping 
advantage. 

"The  city  has  an  area  of  ten 
square  miles  in  an  altitude  of  600 
feet.  The  assessed  valuation  of 
personal  property  is  $25,000,000 
with  six  banks  and  trust  banks  now 
under  charters.  Building  permits 
tor  the  year  1921  totalled  160  and 
the  value  of  the  buildings  erected 
was   $363,330. 

"During  1921  there  were  50S 
births  and  269  deaths.  Modern 
agencies  of  health  prevention  and 
the  thoroughness  of  the  city  schools 
which  were  operated  on  a  valua- 
tion ot  $1,500,000,  for  year  1921 
has  brought  out  the  "uplift  ele- 
ment" of  the  community  to  a  point 
where  it  is  potently  realized. 

True  to  the  necessity  of  civic 
co-ordination  the  city  has  a  chapter 
of  all  the  national  business  men's 
clubs,  including  the  Rotary.  Ki- 
wanis  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  Elk's  Club,  although  within 
strict  jurisdiction  of  its  benevolent 
and  protective  principles,  has  af- 
forded the  city  a  most  desirable  and 
convenient  place  of  assemblage. 
Other  notalil.'  |.;iirhiii,'  :nid  com- 
munity servi  u  ..I  III;  iiiniis  main- 
tained an-  A  li.  iii.il  ciiarities, 
Anti-Tubercuh. .■,!.,  .-in.  ifty,  Cass 
County  Historical  Society.  Cass 
County  Medical  Society,  Red  Cross 
Society,  County  Council  of  Defense, 
the  Country  Cluh,  Logansport  Gun 
Club,  diverse  musical  and  religious 
societies,  and  many  other  organiza- 
tions providing  for  the  intellectual 
and  social  needs  ot  the  city. 

The  Art  Club  has  revived  the 
"City  Beautiful"  idea,  inaugurated 
two  years  ago  by  the  Park  Board.  Un- 
der its  auspices  a  flower  show  was 
held  last  September,  and  nothing 
finer  in  plant  life  was  ever  shown 
anywhere. 

The  Knights  of  Columbus  and 
Boy  Scouts  organizations  are  also 
active  in  all  forward  looking  move- 

"There   are   ten   graded    schools, 


a  vocational  school,  and  a  new 
$225,000  high  school  located  here, 
in  addition  to  five  parochial 
schools.  Two  schools  of  music  and 
a  business  college  also  flourish. 

"Bonds  have  been  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $37,000.00  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  Junior  high 
school  building  at  Seventh  and 
Broadway.  Plans  and  specifica- 
tions are  now  under  way  for  early 
construction  of  the  following:  West 
Side  Junior  High  School  building, 
to  cost  $200,000.00;  South  Side 
Grade  building  to  cost  $50,000.00. 
"Total  resources  ot  the  city's 
financial  institutions  in  May,  1922, 
was   $10,423,650. 

"An  abundance  of  both  skilled 
and  unskilled  labor  is  to  be  ob- 
tained in  the  city,  and  smaller  ad- 
jacent towns  offer  the  city  more 
as  the  demand  arises.  Wage  scales 
are  fair  and  living  conditions  very 
reasonable.  A  large  proportion  of 
the  laboring  men  own  their  homes. 

"In   support   of  a   public   library

the 


perty  and  net  assets  in  1921  total- 
led $1,500,000.  This  institution 
which  is  serving  the  city  so  ade- 
quately, is  only  one  instance  ot  the 
educational  results  dependent  upon 
the  taxing  power  of  a  thriving  com- 
munity. The  city  owns  one  ot  the 
largest  collections  of  historical  pub- 
lications and  documents  and  relics 
in  the  state.  The  Historical  Society 
also  owns  a  valuable  building  site. 

"Power  facilities  ot  the  city  are 
obtained  from  Eel  river  at  the  fol- 
lowing costs:  electric  power,  21^ 
to  51/,  cents  per  K.  W. ;  heating 
power,  4  cents  per  K.  W. ;  lighting 
power.  4  cents  to  7  cents  per  K.  W. 

It  is  also  possible  to  get  a  vast 
amount  of  power  from  the  Wabash 
river,  which  can  be  readily  utili- 
zed for  manufacturing  purposes. 

"Logansport  supports  two  news- 
pers.  The  Morning  Press  and  the 
Pharos-Tribine.  News  of  the  sur- 
rounding country  for  100  miles  is 
furnished  daily  with  reliable  press 
services,  not  to  mention  local  man- 
agerial, advertising,  business,  and 
reportorial  staffs.     The  newspaper

in  Logansport  is  a  product 
business  man.  tlie  reader,  and  the 
general  consumer  at  large,  and  is 
filling  a  mission  cf  great  value. 

"Theatres  in  the  city  include  the 
Luna  Theatre,  Colonial  Theatre, 
Broadway  Opera  House,  Para- 
mount Theatre,  Ark  Theatre,  and 
Grand  Theatre.  The  Colonial  is  a 
combination  motion  picture  and 
vaudeville  theatre,  which  recently 
Installed  a  pipe  organ  to  its  equip- 
ment. The  Luna  Theatre  accom- 
modates all  drama  productions  in 
the  city  and  shows  motion  pictures. 
The  remaining  theatres  are  motion 
picture  houses,  who,  like  their 
competitors  carry  the  latest  re- 
leases. 

"The  city's  department  of  public 
safety  is  composed  of  the  fire  de- 
partment embracing  five  stations, 
thirty-two  men,  and  seven  pieces 
ot  apparatus. 

The  filtration  plant  is  a  new 
utility  where  the  work  ot  water 
testing  is  systematically  carried  on. 
Daily  tests  are  made  at  the  city 
laboratory  and  once  each  week  at 
the  state  laboratory.  All  city  water 
is  filtered  and  since  the  installa- 
tion of  the  filtration  plant  several 
years  a.%0  not  a  single  case  ot  in- 
fectious disease  has  been  traceable 
to  the  water  supply. 

"The  following  departments  ot 
city,  federal  and  religious  advance- 
ment are  notable:

RELIGIOUS  and  other  institu- 
tions: Two  hospitals,  Longclift  and 
St.  Joseph's,  and  county  infirmary. 

A  purchase  ot  a  tract  of  ground 
comprising  2  2  acres  has  only  re- 
cently been  made  'on  the  North  Side 
tor  a  county  hospital.

In  the  instance  of  Logansport,  there  is  not 
another  city  of  the  same  size  in  the  middle  west  which  has  such  remarkable  railroad 
facilities,  yet  the  people  of  Logansport  know  but  little  about  the  real  worth  of  the  service 
given  here.    When  the  committee  went  from  this   city   to   Washington   a   few   months   ago   in 

an  attempt;  to  have  a 
government  hospital  lo- 
cated here  they  took  with 
them  all  the  facts  re- 
garding the  transporta- 
tion facilities  of  the  city. 
This  data  had  been  gath- 
ered by  C.  B.  Lonpwell 
after  much  effort.  The 
accompanying  map  of 
the  railroads  and  tabula- 
tion below  gives  data 
concerning  transporta- 
tion facilities,  and  a 
freight   tariff. 

An  e  X  p  e  n  d  i  ture  of 
$500,000.00  for  engine 
houses,  heavy  locomotive 
repair  shops,  and  en- 
larged railroad  yards 
was  made  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania company  with- 
in the  past  four  years. 
The  erection  of  a  new 
Union  Station  is  also  in 
contemplation. 

A  careful  study  of 
this  article  cannot  fail 
to  impress  the  man  of 
judgment  with  the  po- 
tentiality of  this  city  as 
a  manufacturing  and 
s  h  i  pping  center.  It 
would  require  no  miracle 
to  quickly  and  material- 
ly increase  Logansport's 
capacity  for  furnishing 
employment  to  labor  and 
capital,  and  increasing 
the    general    wealth.

Nearly    a    year     ago     Logansport       the 
made  a  strong  bid  tor  the  location  of        rail 
the  government  hospital  for  disabled        faci 
veterans.     In  that  drive  much  valu- 
able data  was  collected  and  tabulat- 
ed  to  be  presented   to  the     govern- 
ment ofBcials  in  support  of  the  claim 
tor   Logansport   as   a  desirable    site 
for   such  a   hospital.     The  data  was 
collected   and   shaped  under  the   di- 
rection of  Chas.  B.  Longwell  of  the 
firm  of  The  Longwell-Cimimings  Co-, 
and  has  since  that  time  been  held  in 
liis   possession. 

In  the  following  series  of  tour 
stories  dealing  with  the  "Availability 
of  Building  Materials,"  "Health," 
Climate.'  and  'Fertility  of  the  Soil.' 
is  given  the  essential  results  of  that 
labor  and  forms  a  valuable  com- 
pendium of  information  not  only  tor 
those  of  us  who  live  here  but  for 
those  who  are  contemplating  com- 
ing to  Logansport  for  any  purpose. 
Herewith  is  presented  the  first  of 
the  series  on  "Availability  of  Build- 
ing Materials." 

"Logansport  is  a  city  extraordi- 
narily well  situated  with  regard  to 
the  points  of  production  of  building 
materials. 

"The  Casparis  Stone  Co..  at  Ken- 
neth, Ind.,  si.\  miles  west  of  Lo- 
gansport, on  the  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road, operates  a  limestone  quarry  and 
crushing  plant  tor  the  production  of 
blast  furnace  flux,  foundry  and  cupo- 
la flux,  railroad  ballast,  crushed 
limestone  for  street,  road  and  build- 
ing construction.  An  additional 
product  is  agricultural  limestone  tor 
use  on  farm  land. 

"The  various  sizes  of  crushed 
screened  limestone  produced  at  this 
quarry  are  in  general  use  through- 
out Northern  Indiana  and  location  of        and

"The  property  consists  of  600 
acres  of  stone  land  with  a  strictly 
modern  crushing  plant,  operated 
entirely  by  electricity  and  a  com- 
pliment of  houses  that  are  occupied 
by  employes  and  their  families. 
The  number  of  men  employed  during 
the  year  amounts  to  about  100. 
This  number  is  increased  during  the 
summer  months  and  slightly  de- 
creased during  the  winter.  The 
crushing  plant  is  in  operation  for 
the  entire  year  with  an  annual  pro- 
duction   of    about    500.000      tons      of 


"The  Logansport-Greenville  Gravel 
Company,  located  seven  miles  north- 
west of  the  city.  The  Industry 
though  new  is  one  of  the  tew  of  its 
kind  in  the  state-  It  produces  sand, 
gravel  and  crushed  stone,  the  finest 
to  be  had  anywhere-  The  mining 
work  is  all  done  by  hydraul.c  pro- 
cesses. The  plant  has  a  capacity  of 
100  cars  a  day.  The  product  of  the 
plant  is  used  chiefly  by  railroads 
fov  ballast,  and  less  extensively  in 
tht-  building  of  roads -

"On  a  smaller  scale  is  the  Million 
Brothers  plant  of  Lake  Cicott.  which 
produces  sand  and  puts  it  on  the 
market  in  wholesale- 

"Fifty  miles  to  the  southwest  are 
the  main  plants  of  the  Hydraulic 
Press  Brick  Co-.  and  the  Brazil 
Clay  Products  Co-,  both  large  scale 
manufactureres  of  impervious  shale 
face  brick.  Direct  shipping  routes 
distance.       facilitates 


prompt  deliveries  in  practically  un- 
limited quantities. 

"One  hundred  miles  to  the  south 
lies  Bedford,  the  heart  of  the  In- 
diana Oolitic  Limestone  Industry. 
Excellent  shipping  facilities  make 
this  material  available  at  very  little 
above  mill  price. 

"An  tmexhaustible  supi)ly  of 
gravel  and  sand  of  the  best  grades 
abounds  throughout  Cass  County, 
especially  on  the  northern  hill  tops 
adjacent  to  the  city.

"Being  only  eighty  miles  from  In- 
dianapolis and  one  hundred  and 
seventeen  miles  from  Cliicago,  the  job- 
bers and  wholesale  houses  of  these 
two  cities  are  within  a  few  hours 
shipping  time.

It  is  true  however,  that  some  indi- 
vidual months  have  had  more  than 
that,  but  others  also  have  had  much 
less.  Heavy  snows  are  rather  un- 
usual and  are  more  easily  taken  care 
of  when  they  do  occur,  than  in  the 
days  of  our  grandfathers,  thank,-,  to 
our  uptodate  facilities  and  modern 
means    of    transportation.

Tbe  financial  and 
moral  support  of  tbe  Rotary  and  Kiwanis  Clubs,  tbe  Cbamber  of  Commerce  and  tbe  Knigbts  of  Columbus  or- 
ganizations, were  also  enlisted.  Fifteen  casb  prizes  were  awarded  to  contestants  in  tbe  five  wards,  tbree 
to  eacb  ward.  Tbe  first  won  $10.00,  tbe  second  $6.00,  and  tbe  tbird  $H.OO,  averaging  $20.00  to  eacb  terri- 
tory, totaling  a  distribution  of  $100.00  for  tbe  entire  city.  Tbe  Persbing  Flower  Sbop  also  gave  $25.00  wortb 
of    sbrubs    and    plant    bfe    for    a    •'sweepstake"    prize.

6  ASS  COUNTY,  located  in  the 
north  central  portion  of  Indiana, 
made  up  of  fourteen  townships, 
is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  lead- 
ing Counties  of  the  State.  Its  greatest 
width  is  twenty-two  miles  on  the  east. 
The  area  is  four  hundred  and  twenty-six 
and  fifty-nine  thousands  miles,  with  some- 
thing over  a  quarter  million  acres  of  tax- 
able land,  with  a  hundred  and  seventy-five 
thousand  acres  under  cultivation  in  1922. 
The  soil  conditions  of  the  county  are  of 
a  sandy  loam  to  the  heavier  clays.  The 
north  half  of  the  county  lays  in  the  ex- 
treme south  part  of  an  old  glacial  terminal 
moraine,  and  is  of  a  varied  type  of  soil, 
lending  itself  to  most  any  kind  of  agricul- 
ture, from  grain  and  livestock  to  progress- 
ive trucking.  The  south  half  is  of  a  lime- 
stone origin,  lays  more  level,  and  is  partic- 
ulary  adapted  to  grain  and  livestock.  It 
is  considered  some  of  the  best  land  in  the 
state.  The  county  is  rich  from  a  geologi- 
cal standpoint.  While  no  oil  or  gas  has 
has  been  found  in  paying  amounts,  there 
is  an  abundance  of  limestone,  marl,  sand 
and  gravel.  Several  extensive  stone  quar- 
ries are  operating  to  the  east  and  west  of 
Logansport.  Building  stone  and  gravel 
are  shipped  out  in  train  loads.  Gravel  of 
a  fine  grade  is  available  in  almost  any  sec- 
tion of  the  county,  lending  itself  to  good 
making.  An  extra  fine  grade  of  sand  is

Creek.  Lake  Cicott,  situated  near  the  center  of  Jefferson  township,  and  on  the  State  I 
is  the  only  lake  of  any  size  in  the  county.  The  lake  in  recent  years  has  become  a  favori 
fishing,  boating,  camping  and  bathing  opportunities. 

The  native  timbers  of  oak,  beech,  ash,  elm,  hickory  and  walnut,  which  are  found  in  abundance  in  the  rolling  lands  in 
the  north  sections,  has  caused  lumbering  and  milling  to  become  one  of  the  first  and  basic  industries  of  the  county.  Such 
crops  as  corn,  wheat,  oats,  soy  beans,  potatoes  and  fruit  are  grown  in  every  .section  and  these  along  with  cattle,  hogs, 
sheep  and  poultry  have  made  Cass  County  famous  as  an  agricultural  county  and  has  helped  make  Logansport  one  of  the 
greatest  railroad  centers  of  the  state. 

The  rural  lite  and  progress  of  Cass  county  has  been  such  as  to  more  than  keep  pace  with  the  advancement  of  the 
world,  andean  boast  as  having  some  of  the  happiest  and  most  contented  people  of  the  rural  world  today.  Running 
water  and  electricity  in  the  home  has  done  much  to  keep  the  home  life  happy  and  up-to-date  and  is  being  considered  as  a 
necessity  rather  than  a  luxury  by  the  rural  population  of  the  county. 

Community  life  has  changed  in  a  wonderful  manner.  We  no  longer  meet  and  talk  with  our  neighbor  once  a  month, 
or  go  to  the  village  postoffice  once  a  week.  Now,  the  "Age  of  the  Automobile"  has  broken  down  the  distance  barrier, 
and  Farmers'  Institutes,  Mothers'  Clubs,  Economic  Clubs,  School  Entertainments,  and  Farm  Bureau  Meetings  call  us 
together  on  frequent  occasions,  and  we  talk  and  discuss  community  and  State  problems  with  as  much  intelligence  as  do 
our  city  neighbors.  I'erhaps  the  greatest  change  noticeable  today  is  that  of  the  country  school.  Consolidation  has  had  a 
sane  and  safe  growth  in  Cass  County.  This  feature  of  Rural  Advancement  is  not  pressed  on  the  people  of  Cass  County, 
but  rather  a  natural  growth  and  instinctive  sentiment  for  equal  chances  with  the  city  children.  The  result  has  been  that 
during  the  past  few  years  large,  roomy,  up-to-date,  consolidated  schools  have  sprung  up  in  almost  every  section  of  the 
county,  indicating  that  the  people  are  awake  to  the  advantages  of  the  times  and  are  doing  their  part  to  make  Cass  County 
a  happier  and  more  prosperous  place  in  which  to  live.
